FRENCE MONK’S CHARTREUSE SECRET, 

A dispute concerning the ownership 
of the trademarks of some of the best 
known brands of Manila cigars, includ- 
ing the ‘La Perla del Oriente” was 
the subject of a long judgment by the 
Chief Justice (Sir W. Rees Davies 
ELC.) in the Supreme Court this 
morning. ' 

Carl Franz Adolfotte Ingznobl, pro- 
Prietor of the Orient Tobacco Mana- 
{sctory at Mongkok was the plaintif 
and the principal defendsats were 
Walter E. Qlsen and Co. Inc, tobacco 
merchants. The Registrar of .Trade 
Marks was joine2 as the defendsxt to 
the suit and he undertook to abide 
the order of the Court. . 

Both parties claimed to’ be the} 
owners of the dispnoted marks .and: 
asked for the ‘usual relief custbmsry 
in trade mark cases, inclad ng dam- ! 
ages, and injunctions. t 

“Mr. Eldon Potter, with Mr. F.C! 
Jenkin (instracted by Mr. M. } 
Turner of Messrs. Deacon, Looker! 
Deacon and Harston) appeared for} 
the plaintif and Mr, H. E. Pollock, | 
K-C., (insttncted by Mr. D. H. Blake | 
of Messrs, Wilkinson and Grist) ro!

In the course of his judgment, thei 
Chief Testice said :— 

In this action the plaintiff claims to | 
be the proprietor of certain trade:

Now the plaintiff's claim is resisted 
by the defendant cn the ground of 
this assignment by virtue of which he 
claims his aah It ia in yee 
turning point in the case, an ve 
without dificalty arrived at & con- 
clusion as to the legal constraction to 
be placed on it in regard ta the trade 
marks in question which in my judg- 
ment determines the question of 
assignment in the Hengkong marks 
and makes it unnecessary to decide 
some subsidiaty issues in the case. 
After dealing*with the question of 
the assignment of 1919, the Chief 
Tostice said that he had to consider 
what would be the effect in law if he 
accepted. Mr. Pollock’s construction 
that the assignment by the Custodian 
of the words cited gave or reserved 
the right to import the cigars to 
Hongkong and to trade here in them. 
This case, the Chief Justice 
thought, was covered by the Char- 
trouse' Case—Rey v. Lecouturier 
(1908) 2 Ch, 715, (1910) A.C. 362. 
This case arose out of the: manufacture 
by the Cartbusian monks of Char- 
treuse by s secret process and it was 
held’ that, although. under French 
penal law the property of the monks 
in France became vested in Locou- 
turier, that law did not affect theyood- 
will in England nor the English trade 
marks. ; :
